We are thus seeing 
mie end of a long line of poports which have faithfully recorded 
the changing health and sccial patterns of the local population 
and it is because these chenges have been consistently for the 
Better th-. the work of the Medical Officer of Health in his 
present form is almost done. 


we take for granted our supply of clean, safe water, our 
disposal of sewage and our freedom from serious infectious 
disease, but it was not always so. A glance at the literature 
of the last century reveals the appalling conditions in which 
sO many people lived and the epidemics of Cholera and other 
diseases which ravaged the population; but then the pressures 
teen tne early sanitary reformers, the efforts of the pioneer 
Medical Officers of Health together with advances in medical 
knowledge, established Public Health on a firm basis culminating 
in the comprehensive Public Health Act of 1875. 


In the century since then, we have added 25 years to the 
average life span and in the few years since the last war we 
have virtually eliminated the remainder of the old killing dis- 
eases. It is for this reason that the function of the Medical 
Officer of Health has altered so drastically in recent years 
and the time has now come for him to retire from the local 


government scene together with his Annual Reports. 


Another piece of history is written.

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WELFARE OF THE AGED 


The responsiblity for the care of the aged in their own 
homes belongs to the Lancashire County Council. In April, 19/72 
this service was transferred from the Divisional Office of Health 
Division No. 6 to the newly formed Social Services Department 
Seat ue seounty Council... The 2ocal office is now at No. 11 Carr 
Road, Nelson, where all enguiries should now be made. 


Your Council, supported by a Voluntary ..id Comnittee and 
by an arrangement between your .juthority and the neighbouring 
Perouse or Nelson, also provides = Welfare Scheme for the aged 
which is supplementary to that provided by the County Council. 


This scheme provides for one of the Welfare Workers 
employed by the Borough of Nelson to devote her full-time to 
welfare of the aged in Barrowford. Her work, which consists 
of visiting the aged in their own homes, doing their shopping 
collecting pensions and other errands is greatly apprcciated 
and it is pleasing to report that 5083 visits were made in this 
connection during the year. 


During the year Meals on Wheels Service continued to 
opcratee This supplies meals to aged persons, and from 15 to 
20 meals per day arc distributed on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
The meals are provided by a local firm and are distributed by 
the local Branch of the Womens Royal Voluntary Services whose 
members do this work on a duty-roater baSiSe WeReVeSe also 
run the Mobile Library Service to the :ged Persons. 


Also there is an Aged Person's Luncheon Club run by 
Barrowford aged Person's welfare Scheme. This provides 25-30 
midday meals on \jednesdays and I'ridays. The members are over 
75> years of age and the mcals are provided in the Canteen of 
a local Textile firm.

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WATER SUPPLY 


The iiorth Calder Watcr Board is the statutory water 
undertaker for the Barrowford Urban District and the sur- 
rounding districts. The Moorland gathering grounds covering 
an area of 5,000 acres, feed the Board's five storage reser- 
voirs which have a combined capacity of 410.3 million gallons. 
In addition two boreholcs have a potential of ovcr a million 
gallons per day. There are three conscrvation reservoirs with 
eeeonmpined capacity of 135 million gallons and three service 
reservoirs which contain almost 13 million gallons. The total 
storage capacity of the Board is 554.3 million gallons. 


There are three water treatment plants situatcd at 
Barley, Caldwell and Lanecshaw where all rain water is filtered 
ead chtorinated before going into supply. The area of supply 
is zoned according to locality and altitude to utilise the 
availiable head of water from the service rescrvoirs. 


Throughout the year the water supply has been satisfactory 
in both quality and quntity. The waters are notplumbo-solvent 
tneecueton end the fluoride content of the supply vaiuies from 
0.08 to 0.16 psp.m. according to the sourcc. 


iny new propcrties built during the year have bcen con- 
nected to a main supply, and where necessary the mains have 
been extended to accomodate thesc.

Under the provisions of the Food Hygicne Regulations 
careful watch is kept on foodstuffs and food premises.

Prevalence of, and Control over, Infectious Diseases 


The total nofifications reccived during the year was 5 
as follows:- Infective jaundice - 1, Measlcs - 43, Dysentery - l. 


The total incidence rate of notifiable diseases was 8.57 
Beret, 000 population compared with 1.15 per 1,000 in 1971. 


Incidence rates for the various notifiable diseases are 
shown in a Table following and for comparison these rates are 
also shown for ingland and Wales as a whole. 


No patients suffering from notifiable diseases were admitted 
to hospital during the year. Hospital accommodation for such cases 
is provided by the Burnley and District Hospital Management 
Committee at Marsden Hospital, Burnley. 

In accordance with Standard Practice the Public Health 
Department did the follow up. of notifications, supplied free 
Gisintection where required and also carried out the terminal 
of rooms and bedding etee The disinfection of rooms by 
formalin spray or vapour, and bedding and clothing by steam, 
is only undertaken when requested. Stean disinfection is 
arranged through the Public Health Department at Burnley who 
carry out the work on a payment basis, as and when rcquired.
